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Remarks 

This response is submitted in response to an Office Action mailed on June 
13, 2006. At the time of the Office Action, claims 1-40 were pending. 

The Office Action directs that applicant to elect one of two groups of 
claims, either group I, including claims 1-13, and 27-40, or group II, including 
claims 14-26.
